of this type can easily be adversely affected by a little unfortun 
publicity being given to outbreaks of infectionse It is therefore, 
essential that no effort is spared to maintain the highest standard: 
throughout the district.

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COMMENTS ON STATISTICS 


POPULATION 


The Registrar General's population cstimtes for 1956 again 
showed a small increase over the previous yeare Reference to the graph 
on page 2 gives a pictorial idea of this increase and seems to indicate 
that while Felixstowe is still growing the rate is now quite slow 


BIRTHS 


There was a definite increase in the number of live births 
end this increase was entirely accounted for by the births of females 
while the number of male births was practically the same as in the 
previous yeare 


DEATHS 


The “otal number of deaths ws rather fewer than in 1955 ard 
represents a death rate which compares well with othem dis trictse 


The table on page 5 shows the break-down of causes of deathe 
The frequency of the different causes shows little change from the 
previous yeare 


It is satisfactory to note that in 1°56 there wes a complete 
absence of deaths from infectious disease including tuberailosis 


NOTIFIABLE DISTASE 


During the year a total of 485 cases of infectious disease 
were notificde This number is greatly in excess of that of any of the 
previous post-war years and is due to a substantial outbreak of measles 
which, starting in February, reached a maximum in May and finally ter- 
minated in Julye Unlike most of the other infectious diseasasmeasles 
tends to recur every second or third year in fairly large outbreaks while 
the intervening years have only a few more or less isolated casese In 
Felixstowe the three year cycle is characteristic and this is rather diff: 
erent from the neighbouring Rural District where a regilar two year cycle 
occurse The re@sons for these differences are hard to explain and are 
probably in some Way associated with the degree of density of ‘She popu-

Public Health Departments The Public Health Inspector makes an inspection , 
gives information ani advice to enable a preliminary application to be made 
setting out the proposed improvement in outline. Tf the Housing Committee 

approve this, the applicant puts forward a detailed scheme with plan, est~ 
imates and specifications for the Committee's final decision» The application 
is then passed to the Surveyor who checks the estimate and supervises the 
work in progresse This method saves the applicant the trouble and expensed? 
preparing a detailed scheme in the first place which might be rejected by the 
Conmittecee 


Considering the benefits that can be obtaindd ~ 50% of the cost of 
the work - it is surprising how little use has been made of the Acte There 
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were only 16 inquiries during the year and, with one exception, all were for 
owner-occupied housese The Act fails to some extent to achieve its object 

which is to preven’ the deterioration of houses into slums, raise the stand- 
ard of amenity of rented houses and case the Local Authority's housing pro- 
bleme This department has made the provisions of the Act as widely known 
as possible to those whom it concerns.

The bulk of our home killed meat supply is slaughtered 
at Ipswiche 


Of the five slaughterhouses operating here before the war 
only one has been remlicensede This slaughterhouse is confined to 
serving the needs of the one business and is used for all classes of 
animals 


All meat slaughtered is of high grade; no cows, boars or

Priority is given to cafes, restaurants an 
sausage makers so far as it is possible to attend to them with present 
staff but there is no likelihood of all the ground being covered within 
the foresceable future.
